The history and legislation of Jjycnr- 


gna are involved in considerable obscur- 
ity ; indeed, to such an eitent that many 
of the leading scholars of modem time* 
have viewed them with no little ana- 
pieion. The generally accepted account 
of the celebrated Spartan law-giver is to 
the effect that Lycurgns lived about 880 
yeara before on* era, or. according to 
others, about the year 1100 B. a, and 
was descended bom the Doric family of 
the Proclidae. Folydectea, his brother, 
King of Sparta, died, and to hia -widow 
was born a posthumous coo. The widow 
and mother proposed to Lyonrgus to 
destroy the unborn babe if he mar- 
ried her. Lycurgna was stocked, 
but pretended 
partially to consent 


by saying it was as easy to make 
way with an infant after aa before it 
came into the world. When the child 
was born Lycnrgna at once proclaimed 
him Kingj and hU uncle became his 
guardian. Then it is recorded that Ly- 
corgoB traveled in many lands in Asia

Minor, Crete, Egypt, and even India, but 
ss to the latter it is decidedly uncertain 
and unlikely. He studied the constitu- 
tions of the nations he traveled among, 
and finally, after many long jonrneyings, 
he returned to Sparta. Coring his ab- 
sence affairs had become disordered is 
Sparta, and on his arrival almost the en- 
tire community requested him to draw 
ap^a constitution for them, to which he 
COTnented. Then he induced them to 
solemnly swear that they would make no 
change in the laws till he came back, 
and he left Sparta, and it was never 
known exactly whither he went or where 
he died. By his departure and failure to 
return he had hoped to make the Spartan 
Constitution eternal; and the people 
saw he was a god, and worshipped him. 
Probably each a person as Lyonrgns ex- 
isted, who, at some remote time and 
critical juncture in Spartan affairs, may 
have been selected, perhaps, on account 
of hia wisdom and reputation, to prepare 
a code of laws for the better govern- 
ment of the State. It can not be im- 
agined that the entire legislation of 
Sparta was first invented by Lyonrgus 
and imposed upon the people all at 
once; it is reasonable to suppose, how- 
ever, that he collected, modified, and en- 
larged the previously existing institu- 
tions of Sparta. It is related by Plu- 
tarch that Lycurgus "commanded that 
all gold and silver coin should be called 
in, and that only a sort of money made 
of iron should be current, a great weight 
and quantity of which was of but very 
little worth; BO that to lay up twenty or 
thirty pounds there was required a 


ty large closet, and, to remove it, 


nothing less than a yoke of oxen. With 
the diffusion of this money, at once a 
number of vices were banished from 
Lacedtemou; for who would rob another 
of such a coin? Who would unjustly 
detain or take by force, or accept as a 
bribe, a thing which is not easy to hide 
nor a credit to have, nor, indeed, of any 
use to cut in pieces? For when itwaa 
just red hot, they quenched it in vinegar, 
and by that means spoiled it, and made 
it almost incapable of being worked,— 
Chicago Inter-Ocean.

Brown's Mistake. 


Dwight Brown, living near Erie, Pa., 


ia a poor but very devout man. Mr. 
Brown, being in destitute circumstances, 
knelt down with hia wife, and the two 
prayed for help from on high.

But a little 
later an officer came with a warrant and 
arrested the head of the household on a 
charge of larceny. At the trial a frank 
statement of the whole case was made 
by the lawyer who kindly offered to de- 
fend Brown. He recited the ignorance 
of the prisoner, which was accompanied 
with a devout belief that God had an- 
swered hia prayers in the manner de- 
scribed. Some of the money had been 
spent as described, but the rest had been 
turned over to Orowell, and besides this, 
all the household effects of the pool 
man had been put into the hands of the 
officers to be sold to make np the defi- 
ciency. The Judge, in passing eentencq, 
said he understood the prisoner to be a 
hard-working man, and that the tempta- 
tion had come to him in • peculiar man- 
ner. He would err, if at all, on the aid* 
of justice, and so he sentenced Brown 
to pay a fine of one dollar and to be con- 
fined in jail one day. The case is a 
peculiar one, and excited a good deal oi 
interest.

a person is not a criminal until ho 
las been convicted of a crime by due 
course of law. Where any person 
against whom a warrant is issued for 
an alleged offense, whether he has 
won adjudged a criminal or not, es- 
capes from or is out of the county, 
;ho officer to whom the warrant is 
directed, which includes sheriff, may 
pursue and arrest him in any county 
in the state. See Halites' Treatise, 
new ed., p. 721, and this arrest may 
may bo made on Sunday. An officer 
is not justified in killing any one. 
But an officer is allowed to use such 
force as may be necessary to prevent 
the escape of a person in his custody 
who has been convicted of or is 
charged with crime. If this results 
in tho death of the prisoner, the offi- 
cer would not be deemed guilty of an 
offense if it is shown that he used no 
niBra force than was njcessary on the 
occasion.

He 
was one of four brothers, two of 
whom have been Governors of dif- 
ferent states, and four of whom have 
represented four different states in 
Congress^— Israel Washbnrn, Jr., 
from Maine; filihn B., from Illinois; 
Cadwallader C., from Wisconsin, and 
William D., from Minnesota. He 
left Maine in the spring of 1839 to 
seek his home and fortune in the 
then far West. 


When elected governor he took up 


bis residence at Madison, and for 
several years his home was at bis 
country seat at Edgewood. Ho sub- 
sequently returned to LaCrosse, 
which was his home at the time of 
his death. Mr. Washburn was first 
elected to congress from Wisconsin 
in 1854, served six years until the 
war broke out in 1861, then entered 
the military service as Colonel of the 
2d Wisconsin Cavalry and served 
continually till the close of the war. 
coming out as a Major-General. He 
served with distinction in the bonth- 
west and gain<sd great credit while 
in command of the department o: 
tbB Tennessee, and was governor o 
Memphis. After the war closed he 
was again elected to congress from 
Wisconsin and served four years 
more till 1869. In 1871 he was 
elected governor of Wisconsin ark 
served two years. After the expira 
tion of his term of service he ro 
turned to private life and devotee 
himself to his extensive business af 
fairs. He was a large owner of pine 
lands in Wisconsin and an extensive 
manufacturer of lumber. He wa 
one of the projectors and builders o 
the Minneapolis and St. Louis rail 
road, bnt the great work of his lif 
is that which- has made his nam 
widely known in Europe as well a 
in this country, was the erection an< 
operatioB-of his vast flouring mill 
in Minneapolis, Minn. He was th 
first man in the United States to in 
troduco what is known as the paten 
process for the manufacture of flom 
and also the Hungarian rolling sys 
tern of manufacture. His mills ar 
the most extensive of any in th 
world, and are capable of turning 01 
between 7,000 and 8,000 barrels o 
flour daily. There is no man livin 
who was so thoroughly versed 
milling, or had so complete a know:

A New Horse Disease. 


A telegram from Wabash, IncL, states 


that a strange disease lias made its ap- 
pearance among the horses in that vicini- 
ty, and the same disease has appeared in 
Macon county. Mr. John J. Dresbaek, 
who resides in Whitmore township, paid 
the BECTJBLIOAN a call this forenoon. He 
says he was riding a horse valued at $1115 
on. Friday afternoon, when suddenly the 
hind parts of the equine became weakened 
as if paralyzed, the horse fell down ap- 
parently in great pain, and died in less 
than three minutes. The trouble appeals 
to bean affection of the kidneys, and 
when the horses are taken sick and mi- 
cared for, death generally results within 
24 hours or less time. If attention is 
given the diseased horses before they fall 
down they will be saved in moat cases. 
It not checked the disease will complete- 
ly paralyze the hind parts of the horses, 
and result in almost instant death. Mr. 
Dresback now has two horses sick with 
an affection of the kidneys. He has ap- 
plied salt with apparently sood results 
thus far.
